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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-28 were pending in tlie instant application at the time of the previous 
Office Action, mailed April 6, 2007. By the latest reply, filed July 5, 2007, claims 5, 12, 
and 24 are cancelled, and new claims 29-31 are added. Therefore, claims 1-4, 6-1 1,13- 
23, and 25-31 are pending and have been examined. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,10, and 20 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. The indicated allowability of claims 5,12, and 24, now incorporated into claims 1 , 
10, and 20, is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered reference(s) to Majkut et al. US 
7,243,138, and Shi US 5,875,296. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) 
follow. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings were received on July 5, 2007. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
^ the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary sMW in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 , 2, 6-9, 20, 21 , and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bushmitch et al., US 2002/0159601 A1. and Majkut et al., US 
7,243,138 

As for claim 1 , Bushmitch teaches a method for displaying a web based user 
interface over a network comprising ([0058] fig. 12 element 2: Template Database Is 
used to send an authentication web page to a client): a) reading an HTTP request for 
authentication from a browser associated with a user ([0051]), said HTTP request 
comprising credential information associated with said user (fig.12 elementi, [0058]); b) 
Invoking a first plug-in module from a plurality of plug-in modules used to authenticate 
said user ([0058]), said Invoking based on said credential information([0051], [0058]), 
said plurality of plug-in modules providing authentication services (fig. 12: Template 
Page Database, [0051]); and c) dynamically generating an authentication user interface 
based on said HTTP request and configuration properties defined by said first plug-in 
module (fig. 12: Template Page Database, [0051], [0058]). Bushmitch fails to teach 
customizing an authentication user interface by adding at least one additional plug-in 
module in said plurality of plug-in modules. However, Majkut does teach this feature (fig. 
1 , col. 9 lines 25-65). Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to incorporate this feature into the system of Bushmitch. It 
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would be desirable to do so since this would speed authentication processing by 
allowing different plug-ins to respond to different authentication requests. 

As for claim 2, Bushmitch teaches the method of Claim 1 , wherein c) comprises: 
c1) selecting a first web page template from a plurality of web page templates based on 
said credential information and said configuration properties (fig. 12: Template Page 
Database, [0051]): c2) retrieving additional infomation from memory to be displayed in 
said first web page template (0058], [0080]), wherein said first web page template 
comprises said user interface ([0058]); and c3) incorporating said additional information 
into said first web page template ([0051], 0058], [0080]). 

As for claim 6, Bushmitch teaches the method of Claim 1 , wherein a) further 
comprises: al) receiving said HTTP request over said network from said user, said 
HTTP request comprising a login request to authenticate said user ([0050], [0058], 
[0081]). 

As for claim 7, Bushmitch teaches the method of Claim 6, wherein said login 
request comprises: URL information ([0038)]: and query information comprising at least 
one URL parameter attached to said URL information ([0038], said query information 
comprising said credential information ([0040]). 
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As for claim 8, Bushmitch teaches the method of Claim 1, further comprising: 
sending said authentication user interface to said browser over said network ([0058]). 

As for claim 9, Bushmitch teaches the method of Claim 1 , further comprising: d) 
validating authentication of said user; and e) generating a session token associated with 
said user, said session token authorizing access to services and content by said user, 
said session token also comprising said credential Information and any additional 
credential information discovered when authenticating said user ([0077]: encrypted PIN 
acts as a token). 

As for claims 20, 21 , and 25-28, the claims are directed towards the system that 
carries out the method steps of claims 1, 2, and 6-9. Claims 20, 21, and 25-28 recite 
substantially the same limitations as claims 1 , 2, and 6-9 and are rejected on the same 
basis as those claims. 

7. Claims 10, 11, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bushmitch and Shi et al., US 5,875,296. 

As for claim 10, Bushmitch teaches a-method for displaying a web based 
graphical user interface (GUI) over a network (fig. 12 element 2, [0058]) comprising: a) 
receiving an HTTP request for a first service from a browser associated with a user 
([0040]), said HTTP request comprising credential information associated with said user 
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([0040]); b) invoking a first plug-in module from a plurality of plug-in modules ([0078], 
[0079], [0080]), said invoking based on said credential information ([0058]), said plurality 
of plug-in modules providing a plurality of services ([0025]); and c) dynamically 
generating a first web based GUI based on said HTTP request and configuration 
properties defined by said first plug-In module ([fig. 12 element 2, [0050], [0058]). 
Bushmitch fails to teach the features of: requesting additional credential information 
from said user; receiving said additional credential information from said user; and 
dynamically generating a second web based GUI based on said additional credential 
information and said configuration properties. However, Shi does teach these features 
(fig. 4, col. 8 lines 1-67). Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to incorporate these features into the system of 
Bushmitch. It would have been desirable to do so since this would allow for customized 
login procedures dependent on user data input. 

As for claim 1 1 , Bushmitch teaches the method of Claim 10, wherein said first 
service is an authentication service ([0026]). 

As for claim 16, Bushmitch teaches the method of Claim 10, further comprising: 
sending said GUI to said browser ([0050]). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 17-19 and 29-31 are allowed. 
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9. Claims 3, 4, 13-15, 22, and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
